Calling All Dogs 


Prison Improv ements 


1HE general improvement program at the Ne­ 
braska state penitentiary, now about to be­ 
gin, has long been needed. 
Money for part of the 
program was provided by the recent legislature. 
An agreement arranged with Lancaster county 
commissioners makes possible a re-routing of the 
road which now skirts the prison walls on the 
north side. 
Federal aid has been granted for 
supplementary construction. 
Thus the state of Nebraska, Lancaster county and 
the U. S. government have all joined hands in 
making 
the 
program 
possible. 
The 
underlying 
theme of the improvement project is to give the 
prison a greater degree of isolation. 
This is nec­ 
essary because in the years since the penitentiary 
was first located the city has grown until its resi­ 
dence areas adjoin the prison grounds. 
A high, heavy wire fence will surround the 
prison under the new program. 
A new control 
entrance which will make possible more careful 
regulation of prison ingress and egress will be 
constructed. 
The warden’s house will be outside 
the fence, diminishing the possibility that the 
day will ever come when a warden can be seized 
and used as a shield and hostage by escaping 
convicts. 
Moreover the enlarged area outside the 
prison walls but inside the wire fence will prob­ 
ably make it po.ssible to grant larger numbers of 
trustworthy 
inmates 
some 
degree 
of 
freedom. 
Briefly, 
the 
program 
increases 
the 
safeguards 
which stand between the prison population and 
citizens of Lincoln and simplifies the problem of 
the penal administration.

3—No American citizen may travel to or in 
a combat zone. 
4— No American may travel on a ship be­ 
longing to a nation at war. 
5—No American merchant ship may arm 
it.self except with small arms to enforce 
discipline. 
6—No American citizen may buy bonds of 
a nation at war nor deal in them. 
7 —No American may extend crcxlit to any 
nation at war. 
Mr. Sullivan has performed a most commend­ 
able and noteworthy service in setting forth so 
clearly the specific provisions of the neutrality 
proposal. 
Many of those criticizing it have called 
themselves isolationists and have insisted that the 
proposal itself would entangle America with Eu­ 
ropean belligerents. 
It has been obvious all along 
that the so-called isolationists were drawing a red 
herring across the horizon in order to appeal to | 
the prejudices of the American people. 
This neutrality proposal is isolation.

Novocaine is injected close to the site of the sprain. It relieves 
the pain of moving the joint and at the same time helps injured 
tissues to recover quickly. 
The sprained part is bandaged tightly and, instead of being 
ordered to bed to rest, the patient is told to get up and walk 
around. W here the hypodermic trea tm ent succeeds, the sprains 
a ppa rently get well in two or three days in cases when the a nkle 
or knee could not be used for two weeks by the ordinary, con­ 
serva tive treatments. 
In 25 of these sprains, reported at the hospital of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, all but two or three recovered speedily. 
The new trea tm ent is apparently useful for the large class of 
sprains where ligaments a re not torn, but only stretched and 
loosened. The fa ct th a t there may be some hem orrha ge about the 
sprain, with rainbow colors in the swelling, does not prevent the 
"shots” from giving speedy relief. 
Surgeons who discussed this trea tm ent said that if ligaments 
a re torn they prefer the old rest treatment. The use of novocaine 
for sprains originated in Fra nce. It has been given a y e a r’s trial 
a t the University of Pennsylva nia hospital.
